Confab Stresses Crossroads 
Nature of US-China Relations

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The US- 
China Peoples Friendship As- 
Sociation (USCPFA) held its 
annual “ Western Regzion ， con- 
ference last weekend at the USF 
Lone ” Mountain campus, The 
theme of the conference was“US- 
China Relations attheCrossroads,” 
stressing the uncertain nature of 
present US-Chinese relations， 

STRENGTH 

The conference featured  a 
number' of speakers，with lecture 
topics ranging from archeology in 
China to China's recent efforts 记 
the field of solar power，The 
conference began with a luncheon 
tribute to 了 Edgar Snow,， com- 
emorating the tenth anniver- 
Sary of his death，and ended with 
a dinner at the Chinese Consu- 
late， The conference theme was 
addressed by Yao Wei who 
discussed the factors giving rise to 
Unpcertainty ip US-Chinese rela- 
tions. 

Yao is currently a fellow at the 
North 下 ast，Asia-United States 
Forum on International Policy at 
Stanford University，He has also 
spent one year as a Woodrow 


Wilson scholar at the Smithsonian 


Institute and studied for six 
months at Harvard University. He 
Served as head of the Press oftice of 
the Foreign Ministry in Beijing 
from 1978 to 1980 and was part of 
the Deng Xiaoping delegation to 
the US in 1980, Yao has spent the 
last two years studying in the US 
and will be returning to China 


shortly. 

In his address，Yao noted 
strength and permanence of US- 
Chinese relations，Ppointing out 
that in the ten years since the 
Shanghai Communique was 
Signed, four presidents and a new 
geaeration of Chinese leaders have 
all sought to develop relations 
between China and the US. 
Despite 30，years of hostility 
stemming from the' Korean VWar， 
the Chinese and American people 
have shown very warm feelings 
toward each other during the ten 
years since Testrictions On contact 
were relaxed, Yao noted. 

RULES 

“Few people 一 记 China or 
America 一 take the Korean War 
period as So pressing，sSo impor- 
tant,” Yao ， said， adding that 
contact between Americans and 
Chinese through. trade，student 
exchanges, and cultural exchanges 
have brought the two peoples 
closer together, 

Yao also mentioned the regular 
consultations between the US and 
Chinese governments as a sign of 
the continuing development of 
relations, But, he cautioned, there 
are also SOme serious problems ip 
governmental relations， parti- 
cularly over the Taiwan issue. 

He noted that China has been 
accused of “changing the rules of 
the game, ”by protesting so vehe- 
Imently ,Over recent arms sales to 
Taiwan by the Reagan Adminis- 
tration，Critics of China point to 
the two countries agreement to 


disagree”about the Taiwan issue 
expressed in the Shanghai Com- 
munique. But，according to Yao， 
when Carter _ extended formal 
diplomatic recognition to Beijing 
in 1979，Beijing was explicitly 
named the sole legitimate govern- 
ment of China，and thus arms 
sales to_ Taiwan became clearly 
unacceptable. Thus， Yao con- 
cluded;， 让 _ was the US who 
“changed therules of the game.

HOUSTON- 一 人 decision 
handed down by US District 
Judge ,Gabrielle McDonald as 
part of a suit filed by Vietnames 
residents against the Ku 天 lux 
Klar，has barred the 天 KK from 
maintaining its own army in 
Texas, The suit charged the Klan 
with harassing and threatening

It is sometimes easier for 
younger children to adjust，bnut 
with parents spending more time 
outside Working or looking for 
work than inside helping raise 
their children，truancy，scholastic 
decline，drug abuse，and disci- 
pline problems can develop, noted 
Kao. “Teachers should really 
understand and take a second look 
at immigrant children,”he sug- 
gested. 

One case at NEMHC involved a 
16-year-old immigrant from Chi- 
na，Both parents and an oldqer 
brother were out looking for 
Work， The youth was not doing . 
well in school and felt isolated and 
depressed, “After awhile，he just 
didnt go to school and lost his 
appetite， The school eventually 
called in his parents，but they 
didnt show up for the meeting, 
Kao explained. 

PUNISHMENT 

The youth was left at home 
thinking about his problems，and 
getting more depressed，It was 
only after he locked himself in bis 
room and began throwing things 
out the window that he was sent

“But 这 this family had sought 
help earlier，it _ could have been 
prevented， 玫 ao said. 

Both Kao and Ko noted that 
without guidance from home or 
from school，many children and 
teenagers may end up turning to 
their peers for support or_ getting 
into gangs.“Since the mother is 
not home as often as she may have 
been in the-past，children have to 
get used to growing up by 
themselves,” Ko pointed out. 

Many parents turn to _ physical 
punishment to control their child- 
ren， but this ， creates more 
problems than it cures,“There is a 
fine line between child abuse and 
Punishment, Ko said.“It is a Very 
touchy area， Some families con- 
sider 直 LOK or acceptable, but here 
it is considered abuse.” 

Yet it is the elderly immi- 
grant who probably faces the most 
difficulties in adjusting to the US， 
Kao said. “They feel the whole 
family will be together again，but 
don't realize it is a different social 
Structure here he explained. 

RESTRICTED 

“When the elderly lose on all 
three aspects 一 no longer needed 
as head of household，not given 
proper Tespect， becoming un- 
productive or unemployed 一 alot 
of depression results,” 玫 ao said. 
“They feel out of place, Their role 
is totally wiped out and there is no 
role model to play out anymore.” 

“Especially when . they dont 
speak the language，they cannot 


easily venture out and: seek 
Support (elsewhere) 一 they are 
restricted (as 让 they were) in a jaijl 
cell,， Ko added. 


Stressful problems，whether in 
adults，children，or the elderly， 
can TIresult in- mental ilness，a 
mental breakdown or even sui- 
cide. If detected in its early stages， 
mental illness can be prevented 
and stopped，Lau stressed. “Biit 
many do not voluntarily seek out 
Social agencies for help until they 
become serious,”he said. Families 
feel they must“take care of their 
Own 

“They look at mental health as 
something unimportant or jirrevel- 
ant，Lau said.“It seems OK to go 
out to an agency for 芭 nancial 
Support but not for emotional 
support.Youresormehowlabeled as 
weak，emotionally inadequate or 
inferior，and the only way to 
handleit is to suppress 让 ,… 

DECREE 

“A lot of Chinese think that 
there is a sharp dichotomy 
between being mentally healthy 
and mentally sick, ”Wu noted. “It 
ismof a cut division。 Mental illness 
ia continuum 一 it is a mental 
degree. ”Everybody can be 
described as being  a little 
disturbed，but it is the degree of 
the disturbance that determines 
mental ilness.” 

“If a person observes any kind 
of change from members of the 
family, they should be encouraged 
to discuss the problem ”with 
someone on the Mental Health 
Clinic staff,”Tao advised.“They 
should ask, what canIdofor this 
person now 一 dontlook at mental 
health services as a last resort,”hbe 
Stressed 

“Not all .mental illness is 
curable,”Lau said. “But we want 
to stress thatmental iness can be 
treated and can be prTevented,…

Up Chinatown this past Saturday， 
swWeeping many streets and alley- 
ways 也 the community，Com- 
munity leaders were also on hand 
at Portsmouth square toPpraisethe 
efforts of the youthful sweepers， 
The Chinatown Clean-Up Day 
Was part of an on-going campaign 
by San Franciscans for a Cleaner 
City (SECC). 

Saturday's clean-up was only 
Part of a larger anti-litter cam- 
paign planned for Chinatown by 
SFCC, in conjunction with several 
comrmunity agencies， such ， as 
Chinatown Neighborhood Im- 
provement Resource Center，the 
Public Health Department，and 
the police department. 

The campaign will focus on 
educating merchants how to 
properly bag and store garbage to 
prevent spills. Such _ business- 
ielated garbage spills are the 
major source of Chinatown litter. 

Aone month pilot project is also 
Planned， possibly _ along Stock- 
ton St., to educate merchants about 
PIoper ways to bag trash;， what

“You haveto disrupt whatI cal] 
the litter cycle. Merchants put 
out their garbage at night and the 
mechanical sweepers Sweep the 
strets，Usually in the early morn- 
ing. Then，because of scavengers， 
there are spills onto the sidewalks 
from the merchants” garbage. 
Sidewalk ， sweepers then often 
swWeep the garbage back into the 
clean streets， 

“From the vantage point :of 
residents and tourists，the streets 
are always dirty. To disrupt this 
Vicious cycle, 让 you will，requires 
action taken with reference to 
garbage put-outs， HI there is

compliance with proper ways of 
bagging garbage，the amount of 
litter will fall,” Rabonas added. 

The purpose of neighborhood 
clean-ups js to get citizens in- 
volved, Ranonas said, adding that 
such clean-ups are often: fun for 
participants,， with lunch， and 
T-shirts provided. 

The spirit of community ip- 
volvement was echoed by one of 
Saturday'Ss sweepers，17-year-old

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Author Han Suyin 
Visits Bay Area 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The well- 
known author Han Suyin made a 
brief Bay Area appearance last 
week to promote her latest work， 
Ti Morning Comes，and visited 
China Books and Periodicals and 
the Chinese Culture Center to 
autograph copies of the book. 

Han has written several histor- 
ical as well as fictional novels， 
includqing A Mary SpIendored 
Thing，The Cripplead Tree and a 
major study of Mao Zedong， 
published in two volumes，The 
AMorning Deluge and The Wind 训 
奶 e Toter. As a Chinese woman， 
with a foreign mother，in one of 
China's most turbulent times,， Han 
Suyins works always have a 
unique perspective. 

MEDICINE 

She was born Chou Kuanghu in 
Henan Province in 1917，the 
daughter of a Belgian mother and 
a Chinese father. She studied at 
Yenching University and Brussels 
University in Belgium，where she 
Teceived a_ degree in medicine in 
1938. She returned to China 
during the Japanese invasion and 
married a colonel in the Nation- 
alist army，JHer husband was 
killed in 1947 during the civil war 
while Han was in London， 
Although she tried to return to 
China in 1948，she ultimately 
remained in Hong Kong because 
of the political turmoil in China at 
thbe time， 

In 1952， 了 Han spent time 训 
Malaya， where she .practiced 
medicine among guerilla 全 ghters， 
writing Amnd 如 e Rair My DrinK 
based on her experiences then,.-In 
1956 Han returned to China and 
spent the Dext several .years 
traveling to and froni China inter- 
viewing Chinese leaders,，inclu- 
ding Zhou Enlai，She currently 
spends most of her time 记 
Lusanne, Switzerland. 

While at China Books and 
Periodicals， Han spoke on a 
number of topics， Discussing the 
role of intellectuals in society, Han 
noted that 让 _ depends on the 
cultural environment. In 了 上 urope， 
she said, intellectuals have always 
been first and foremost indivi- 
duals，and their primary respon- 


sbility was to themselves， 
express ”personal feelings .and 
emotions. In China，the tradition 
is different， she claimed， and 


intellectuals have a much greater 


sense of social responsibility， 
了 REEDOM 
了 工 feel all intellectuals have a 
responsibility to their country and 
the world. The intellectual who 
forgets this or ignores this loses the 


intellectuals” greatest tradition ,” 


Han noted.， 

Han also discussed literary and 
artistic freedom. Pointing out that 
both Shakespeare and Leonardo 
da Vinci created their master- 
pieces under conditions of 
tyranny，Han expressed the opin- 
ion that freedom was not entirely 
necessary for the artistic urge to 
lourish 

“I say 计 you have a creative 
instinct，you go on _ creating no- 
matter what; you don't stop,” she 
claimed . 

Asked about Mao's role during 
the _ Cultural Revolution (during 
which Han was ore of the 
radicals” favorite writer)， Han 
gave a lengthy response; “The 
Western press always feels that a 
great man Imust be like Super- 
man, When Mao died, I delivered 
his eulogy in Paris, My first words 
Were，Mao was never a god, but a 
man,， Of course Mao made 
mistakes，But did he make mis- 
takes out of idqealism or out of 
Sinister designs? 

“During the Cultural Revolu- 
tion，Maos mistake was that he 
had an unrealistic approach to a 
very real problem，He tried to 
solve the problem of bureaucracy， 
but 让 still isn't solved，not 训 
China, not even here. The Cultur- 
al Revolution started out with 
total freedom，but degenerated 
into anarchy and was taken over 
by unscrupulous people. 

CRITICISM 

Its Simply mnot true -that 
everything was bad during the 
Cultural Revolution. It was a very 
grueling experiment: And how 
Iany experiments do they Per- 
form before they discover a_new 
drug， for instancep? Like all 
revolutions，there was some good 
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Han Suyin 


andsomebad.… 

Han does not feel， as many do， 
that the Present leadership in 
China is violating the Principles of 
Mao _ Zedong. Han  felt that 
criticism of Mao was perfectly 
right，but that it is clear that the 
Principles of Mao Zedong thought 
are still being adhered to.“If Mao 
were alive today， he would 
Probably be the first to advocate 
change，Han asserted. 

Han also spoke of Mao's wife， 
Jiang Qing, whom Han met twice. 
Her first impression of Jiang Qing 
was that she was a very dynamic 
person who would get things 
done，but quickly reajlized that 
Jiang Qing was a very vindictive 
womani ITremembering “what 
people said of her 20 years 
previous，and obsessed with get- 
ting back at people. 

“And of course, this made her a 
tyrant， 了 an said.

Chungking through the revolu- 
tion of 1949，through the Korean 
War, through the Hundred Flow-

Simply too much ground to cover 
and the result is an interesting 一 
but superficial 一 novel. 
HUMAN CONTENT 

The novel is interesting ip that 让 
doesattemptto give a human face 
to the tumultuous events in China 
during the late 40s and through- 
out the 50s， All too often these 
events are stripped of their 
emotional significance by the 
strictly factual .accounts read in 
history books and studied ip 
school, 和 

Unjless experienced first hand， 
the political upheavals ”which 
convulsed China during this per- 
iod become abstract concepts， 
devoid .of human content，The 
brutal suffering，the oppressive 
Poverty, the hopes and dreams for 
the future 一 all too often these are 
things thought with the mind but 
not felt with the heart. 


Han Suyin attempts to break 


down this barrier between heart 
and mind through: her use of the 
historical novel, Part bistory，PDart 
fiction , 

We meet Stephanie Ryder in 
Chungking in 1944, in the swelter- 
ing summer heat of that city. Her 
interest in China had been 
sparked by an American journalist 
covering China，with whom she 
thought she had fallen in love. 
FEortunately for the story，he 
comes to an untimely and con- 
trived end，dying in a car crash， 
leaving Stephanie an innocent， 
wide-eyed 21-year-old in the 
midst of Chiang Kaishek's 
crumbling regime.

In Beijing，a 27-year-old man 
who insisted that his name not be 
used told a story of a sixz-month 
giftt-giving campaign he waged to 
win a discharge from the army:

He spent 180 yuan ($118) to buy 
a sewing machine for his depart- 
Iment head.“That guy really eats 
Up bribes,”he said 

But the gift got him access to the 
platoon leader， who promptly 
asked him for money as a 
PrIecondition for discussing his 
diseharge request.

I was out two 
Ionths lateif. TI also gave all sorts 
of magnetic cassette tapes to the 
platoon leader.” 

He said his discharge case was 
Symptomatic of the tip of a 
bureaucratic iceberg that rubs 
against all walks of Chinese 
SOciety, 

“We get this kind of stuff 
everyday,， he said.“It applies to 
getting a job transfer, buying food 
一 especially meat 一 ， getting 
clothes made, finding a place to 
live. 

Bureaucrats just pass people 
oft，back and forth，and they 
always say mo The people with 
information say“no.”They won't 
give it out， 

SYSTEM 

Service workers think they're 

better than the average people. So 
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that creates mutual hostility，and 
the reasons for 让 run deep，First， 
they re bored, unhappy with their 
jobs, and they'll just talk anybody-_ 
out of their way， 

“Second is the system itsejf. 
They think，Nothing will happen 
whether I do my work well or 
not， So there's no way to move

NEW YORK 一 American cele- 
brities touring China are not an 
unusual sight these days, butheads 
turned when Big Bird went to 
Beijing last month，according to 
Peter Chow，who accompanied 
the Sesame Street star on a 
three-week visit. 

MUPPETS 

卫 xecutive director of New 
York's Asian Cinevision， Chow 
served as consultant to “Big Bird 
in China”a 90-minute，reported 
$1.5 milljion special slated to be 
simulcast by NBC and Chinese 
Central Television late this fall. 


“Big Bird in China” was the、 


brainchild of John Stone，a 
Children's Television Workshop 
executive who wrote， directed， 
and produced the program，The 
idea of a jointly-produced mup- 
pets special set in China evolved 
after a Chinese Central Television 
delegation visited the Childqren's 
Television Workshop in 1979 and 
was delighted by Sesame Street， 
Since then, :the Chinese have 
imported more than 100 hours of 
the children's programs. 
Shooting a television special in 
any foreign country Poses diffi- 
culties，but problems are com- 
pounded when the stars are 
muppets and when the foreiga 
hosts are relatively mew in the TV 
business. However， Chow ob- 
served that the production Went 
Very Smoothly and that “the 
Chinese were friendly and helpful 
eveIywWhere we went,” 
As location/production man- 
ager，Chow's duties included or-

PHOENIX 

His first task was to set Up the 
Chinatown scenes. The shots of 
Big Bird visiting a Mott Street gift : 
shop and playing with Chinatown 
children were relatively simple. 
The real challenge was filming Big 
Bird rollerskating through Chat- 
ham Square，an intersection of 
five major streets in the heart of 
Chinatown， 

“The police were happy to halt 
the traffic,”Chow said，reporting 
that the scene Was finished in just 
two takes.“For Big Bird，they 
would do anything.” 

Chow explained that early in 
the show，whben Big Bird first hits 
upon:， the idea of finding the 
Phoenix, many stereotypical views 
of China are expressed. For， 
instance，Ernie suggets that they 
dig a hole and tunnel their way 
east，However，as the show pro-， 
gresses，the Sesame Street char- 
acters” experiences and travels 
reveal a very rich and diverse view 
of China and the Chinese people， 

On his odyssey to meet the 
Phoenix，Big Bird gets to know 
many Chinese people and char- 
acters，including the legendary 
Monkey King and a“ “dynamic and 
charming” jlittle girl named 
Xiaofu，who serves as his hostess，. 
(Xiaofu，1like nearly all the other 
Chinese Derformers utilized，had 
no Previous acting experience.) 

The script was designed to take 
advantage -of the beautiftul and 
dramatic scenery in the Beijing， 
Cuilin，and Suzhou areas. While 
the Chinese scenery “Provided 
incredible backdrops, Chovw noted 
that the weather conditions also 
posed particular hardships.

This year，not surprisingly，the 
International Gay Film Festival 
(June 21 to 26, Castro and Roxie) 
was dedicated to the memory of 
Rainer Werner Fassbinder，who 
died at the young age of 36 just 11 
days before the festival began: 

LOSS 

His larger-than-life image star- 
ing down at the Dear-capacity 
opening mnight audience at the 

，Castro was met by heart-felt， 
thunderous applause. But by the 
thrid _ night， 让 had acquired an 
inexplicable eeriness: the look 
from those sad,，angry eyes was a 
look from someone who had seen

endings of two of his more 
widely-seen films，Tjie Merchant 
bf Four Seaso7zs and Tjhe Mayrriage 
of Maria Brau， came imme- 
diately to mind， 

The news of Fassbinder's death 
Was harder to take than any other 
和 mmakers iD Tecent memory， 
Maybe not since Jean Vigo's 
death，at age 34 in 1939，has a 
sense of loss been felt so strongly in 
the film world. 

The most prolific of all modern 
directors, Fassbinder had made 41 
features in his short career of 13 
yearSs，$Sorme of these films are 
difficult to watch but well-worth 
one ss attention (Despair，172 CQ yea7 
of 713 Moomns, and most of the early 
features), Some of them are water- 
downed versions of what were 
expected ip other words， 
disappointments (Fox and is 
Frienas， 了 说 Marleen and， to a 
degree，NMaria Braxm)，and some 
of them :are masterpieces (五 态 
Briest The Bitter Tears of Petra 
Yom Kant and The Merchant of 
FoU7 Sedso1s). It is unbearable to 
think what he mighthave made in 
the next ten OF 20 years. 

In _ late 1973，before the New 
German Cinema was iD vogue， 
the ”Pacific Film ”Archive in 
Berkeley had obtained some of 
Eassbinders films 一 many with- 
out English subtitles -and 
though those of us who saw them 
were enthusiastic，they failed to 
attract a wider audience， 

ARTHOUSE 

It was not unti 1978，when 
Maria Brauym became an overnight 
arthouse box-office.sensation, that 
the name Fassbinder started to 
appear in the Tegular film-buffs” 
vocabulary， By that:time he had 
made most of his imnportant films， 
and a complete 
would have been too large to fit 
comfortably into any arthouse 
Tepertory. 

Perhaps Part of the reason why 
FEassbinder was not more popular 
was he had been moving too fast: 
His body of work should and will 
be cherished， and he will be 
remembered as a talented and 
generous artist.

As a young child, I was equally 


attracted by the colorful costumes 


and the goodies that inevitabjly 
came with the viewing experience

age. 

After each “ performance， 工 
would take out my pad and try to 
make drawing of scenes just seen.

Unlike Western opera， Chi- 
Dese 0pera Was never meant for 
the elite. It started as a popular 
entertainment form for common- 
ers，accessible to _ people from all 
walks of life，and has always 
remained so. It is not certain when 
Cantonese opera was first per- 
formed 一 some speculate as early 
Yuan dynasty (1260- 
1368 AD) 一 but it is known that 过 
Was Very popular in the late 
eighteenth century， 

SINCER 

Originated 记 Foshan，a town 
near Cuangzhou， Cantonese 
Opera Was derived from the Sung 
dynasty's Southern Theatre form. 
In the beginning， 让 was rather 
indistinguishable from other Chi- 
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nese 0peras. But 记 the early| 
twentieth century, when local folk | 
tales and folk melodies were| 
incorporated，and the male parts | 
started to be sung in a more 
natural，non-falsetto voice，Can- | 
tonese opera started to have its 
unique character， 

Eor those who are not familiar 
with Cantonese opera,，it should 
be quickly pointed out that the 
composers do not hold a high 
position as in Western Opera， It is 
an art of the singer, and is handed 
down from generation to genera- 
tion by the singers， 

Whereas Tang Disheng，the 


librettist who was active in HK in 


the 40s and 50s, was the only great 
dramatist of the century，there 
Were at least a dozen great Singers 
who illuminated the scene: Xue 
Juexian, Ma Shizeng, Bai Qurong， 
Xinma Shizeng and Ren Jianhui in 
the male roles，and the divas He 
Fulian，Hong Xiannu，Bai Xuex- 
ian and Fang Yanfen， 

了 Each established singer has his 
or her repertory, and it is not the 
custom for any of them to perform 
a role made famous by someone 
else，So_ while Tuwrandot can be 
heard on different stages sung by 
different singers， The ”Purple 
airpin，a highly regarded TIo- 
mantic Cantonese Opera originally 
created for Bai 及 uexian，would 
only be sung byher orthe disciples 
trained personally by her， 

RENAISSANCE 

The Cantonese “opera “was 
looked upon as a dying art in the 
60s, mainly. because the two most 
beloved singers in Hong Kong， 
Ren Jianhui and Bai Xuexian， 
went into retirement，and the 
scene in China,， due to the 
Cultural Revolution，was at a 
stand-still. Between the years 1966 
and 1976, only Jiang Qings model 
operas (Yangbanxi) were allowed 
to be performed in China,， 

But luckily Chufengming Opera 
Troupe，trained exclusively by 
Ren and Bai,，shot to fame in 再 入 
in the early 70s,， And since 1978， 
Hong Xiannu，undoubtedly the 
greatest diva of the century，is 
back to the stage performing 
classical ” opera. This ”would 
Probably be thought of as the 
Tenaissance period of Cantonese 


opera.
